This new contest of the high schools is a 
result of the football games. When Hyde 
Fark met North Division on Marshall. Field 

Saturday for the high schee 
ship the sections of the grand-stands were 
crowded, with _masses,of enthusiastic, shout- 
ing girls, who waved their school colors until 
they ached with weariness, and who shouted 
until they almost lost their voices. The dis- 
play of beauty and enthusiasm was a marked 
feature of the struggle on the gridiron. 

These girls of the North Side and the South 
Side invited a comparison as they sat in the 
opposite sections. Those who made it gave 
the palm to the North Side school. Perhaps

CAN OUTLAW ANARCHISM 


SIR EDWARD CLARKE DISCUSSES 
INTERNATIONAL PLAN. 


Conference of Powers Will Be Neces- 
asary—General Kitchener Brings An- 
other Charge of Cruelty Against the 
Boers — Coronation Proclamation 

* Rena in a Torrent of Rain—Crowds 
with Bared Heads Cheer the King— 
Mussians Study British Trade.

LONDON, Dec. 13, 8 a. m.—Sir Edward 
Clarke, ex-Solicitor General, is such a high 
authority on international law that special 
significance is attached to his address at 
the Junior Constitutional club last night on 
the question of how to deal with anarchism. 
He admitted there were great difficulties in 
the way of any attempt to deal with the 
matter from an international point of view, 
but at the same time he saw no reason why 
England should not entér into a conference 
with the United States and other nations in 
order to see whether there was any means 
in which legislation on the subject might be 

strengthened. 

One serious complaint to be made against 
Great Britain was, he said, in regard to 
extradition. It had always been strongly 
contended that, although the British gov- 
ernment was prepared to surrender persons 
guilty of commonplace offenges, it could net 
do so in the case of political offenses. He, 
however, did not recogniZe murder as a 
political offense, arid he thought the civi- 
lized nations of the world might agree to 
making such alteration in international law 
as would lead to the surrender of those 
whose political movements took the form of 
assassination, 


Kitchener Tells of More Offenses. 

Lord Kitchener has followed up his dis- 
patch on the subject of shooting Kaffirs by 
the Boers with another on the conduct of 
the Boers to the British wounded in action 
with Benson's columns at Bakenlaagte. The 
evidence seems pretty conclusive that many 
men were more or less cruelly treated, and 
that Benson himself was apparently not 
respected.’ The explanation of this state of 
things is to be found in the conclusion ar- 
rived at by Major Young, who makes the 
report that, though the Boer commandants 
have the will, they no longer have the power 
to repress outrage or murder on the part of 
their subordinates. 


Crowds Hears Proclamation. 

Notwithstanding the storm of wind and 
rain, a large crowd gathered yesterday aft- 
ernoon in front of the Royal Exchange to 
Usten to the reading of the royal proclama- 
tion announcing the date of the coronation. 
The Lord Mayor and Sheriffs, who were at- 
tired in gorgeous robes of office, were in 
attendance, accompanied by several mem- 
bers. of the city corporation. The common 
crier stood bravely. forwa heedless of the 
pelting shower, and began With an Oyez, 
Oyez, Oyes that eould be heard nearly a 
hundred yards away. He then proceeded to 
read the proclamation fixing Thursday, June 
26, 1002, as the day for the coronation, and 
concluded with “the stentorian cry, “ 
Save the King to which the. crowd, bare- 
headed. réspanded with three ringing cheers. 
Two further proclamations were also read, 
and after renewed cheers for the King, the 
Lord Mayor and the Sheriffs ive the crowd 
in singing the national anthem. The. cere- 
monies occupied only a quarter of an hour. 


Russia Studies British Trade. 

| Russia is not satisfied with her already 
great progress as a food exporting nation, 
and today a deputation of thirty-two Rus- 
sian agriculturists will, by the aid of the 
government, arrive in London to study the 
English markets and learn the English 
wants. The delegates are estate-owners and 
wholesale producers in the Russian export 
trade, and their leader, Kruekoff, is believed 
to be an extremely able man. 


Native British in Minority. 

Carefully compiled statistics of the popu- 
lation of the British Empire, published by a 
trade paper, bring out the rather startling 
fact that out of a population of nearly 400,- 
000,000 there are 48,880,000, or less than an 
eighth, who are of British birth or descent. 
Nearly 4,000,000 are non-British white men, 
and the colored races number 343,000,000, 


Terrific Storm Sweeps Islands. 

A terrible storm swept over the United 
Kingdom yesterday, and it is estimated to 
have done more damage than any similar 
visitation since 1881. London escaped with 
nothing worse than a strong wind, accom- 
panied by a heavy downpour of rain, but 
blizzards are reported from the midlands 
and the north, and in the English Channel 
the weather is described as the worst seen 


for some years. 


Germany May Increase Subsidy. 
The American ship subsidy bill is seriously 
occupying the attention of the shipping 
world in Germany, where, according to a Ber- 
lin telegram, it is expected that influential 
shipping and industrial circles will bring 
their influence to bear upon the Cabinet to 
introduce a new subsidy bill providing for 
a considerable fmcrease in subventions to 
German steamship companies, and that in all 
probability they will attain their object.

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Dec. 12.—In the 
District Court today Santiago Iglesias and 
seven other labor agitators were found guilty 
under the Spanish law of being the founders 
of the local labor federation, which the court 
hoidg is an illegal organization in that it 
conspired to.raise the price of labor, which 18 
a violation of the Spanish statutes, which 
are still in force here. 

iglesias was sentenced to three years four 
months and eight days in the penitentiary, 
and each of the seven other defendants to 
four months and twenty-one days in jail. 
The court also ordered that the local federa- 
tion, which is now under the auspices of the 
American Federation of Labor, be dissolved, 
and Governor Hunt was notified that the so- 
clety no longer exists. 


2 Must Also Pay Costs. ; 

Under another Spanish law, which ie stil 
in force here, persons convicted of a crime 
have to pay the costs. 

Judge Savage, who is an American, dis- 
sented from the decision holding the federa- 
tion illegal, but agreed that Iglesias was 
guilty of conspiring to raise the price of 
iabor. He, however, did not concur in the 
sentences imposed, 

An appeal will be taken to the Supreme 
Court of Porto Rico, but the plans-of the 
federation have been at least temporarily 
frustrated. As a result of the decision a 
labor mass-meeting which was to have been 
held here has beer called off. 


At Liberty Pending Appeal. 
The appeal to the Supreme Court of Porto 
Rico will probably be heard in a month. 
Pending this appeal Iglesias is at liberty. | 

Iglesias says polities influenced the de- 
on against him, as the Judge belonged to 
‘local Republican party, white 
is a Federalist.

The particular act of conspiracy charged 
againgt Iglesias was that last year, when the 
change was made from Spanish to American 
currency, he declared that wages must be 
paid in dollars instead of pesos on the same 
day that the change was made. Merchants 
and employers generally demanded dol- 
lars, worth 40 cents more than pesos, 
from their customers, and Iglesias therefore | 
claimed that he had not attempted to raise 
the price of labor, but had only sought to 
maintain the ratio between American and 
Spanish money. | | 


Building Fired Upon. 

Since Iglesias has been here as the local or- 
ganizer of the American Federation of 
Labor, he has been continually attacked in 
circulars, and threatened by certain Repub- 
licans who oppose his plans. 

Last Tuesday night these Republicans fired | 
several shots at the building of the federa- 
tion. The police searched the rooms ot these 
men for arms, but found nothing. The men 
who fired these shots had not been arrested 
up to this morning. 

Iglesias has petitioned Governor Hunt, 
citing reported assaults upon his men and 
asking for protection. Inglesias said: “If 
the laws of Porto Rico are inadequate to 
punish these offenders, if I cannot continue 
my work of Americanizing Porto Rican 
laborers unmolested, please inform me so 
that I can return to the United States, aban- 
doning this country and my mission here.”’ 


Will Not Desert Iglesias. 

Scranton, Pa., Dec. 12.—When shown the 
San Juan cable Mr. Samuel Gompers, Presi- 
dent of the American Federation of Labor, 
tonight expressed great surprise at the 
news. In answer as to what the federation 
would do in the matter, he said: | 

If Mr. Iglesias’ conviction is upon the 
charge that he has been guilty of conspiracy 
to increase the wages of Porto Rican work- 
men, we shall leave no effort untried to se- 
cure his honorable release, and also the ne- 
cessary change in the laws of the island to 
conform to the American standard. 
t is an honorable ambition to secure 
better returns in the shape of wages for 
labor. The Porto Rican law is evidently a 
relic of the Spanish brutal code and régime, 
and the American people will not tolerate 
so gross a violation of guaranteed rights.“ 

The Executive Council was in session when 
the dispatch reached Mr. Gompers. He said 
there is no doubt that the convention will 
take up the matter before it adjourns. 


MISS STONE IS BETTER TREATED 


Brigands Complain That Their Ameri- 
can Prisoner Is Trying to Convert 
Them to Christianity. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 12.—The latest 
information regarding Miss Ellen M. Stone 
and Mme. Tsilka indicates that their con- 
dition has been so far ameliorated that 
they are able to obtain rude comforts. It 
is even said that the brigands have a doc- 
tor ready at hand in case his services should 
be needed. 

It appears that the brigands are now com- 
plaining that Miss Stone is attempting to 
convert them to Christianity. While recog- 
nizing the illegality of the abduction of Miss 
Stone and Mme. Tsilka, the brigands con- | 
tend that their action was in the interest 
of a sacred cause, and therefore justifiable. 

The brigands apparently are prepared to 
hold out all winter. They refuse to abate 
their demands one dollar and have not 
vouchsafed a reply to Mr. Dickinson's uiti- 
rtaat um to the effect that they must accept 
his last offer or nothing.

ZERO WEATHER PROMISED _ 
Fog CHICAGO TOMORROW. 


Cold Wave Coming from the Northwest 
Will Send the Mercury Tumbling— 
Snow Flurries and High Wind. 


Zero weather is promised for Chicago by 
tomorrow morning. A genuine cold wave, 
the best brand that comes out of the far 
Northwest, will begin to come into this 
region early this morning. The temperature 
is expected to be about 15° above zero by 
tonight, and to reach the zero mark tomor- 
row. The cold wave will be accompanied by 
snow flurries and a high northwest wind. . 

Cold wave signals were ordered hoisted last 
night, and the danger signals were displayed 
for the benefit of the marine interests. Ves- 
selmen at all the lake ports were warned that 
the most severe storm of the season would 
be upon them within .twenty“four hours. 
Apart from the regular winter craft, the 
passenger lines, and the car ferries, there 
are only a few belated ships on the lake. 
The cold wave will be general.and will ex- 
tend all over the Western country and the 
middle States. 

The coldest weather thus far this winter 
in Chicago was on Nov. 4, when the ther- 
mometer registered 16°. Williston, N. D., 
was the coldest place in the United States. 
The temperature there was 14° below. The

MAN DROWNS IN RIVER: 
HIS COMPANION ARRESTED. 


Death of Charles Lodbold Is a Mystery 


to the Police—Arthur McCarthy Tells 
a Remarkable Story. | 


Some mystery surrounds the drowning of 
Charles Lodbold in the river near Indiana 
street on Wednesday night, and detectives 
from the West Chicago Avenue Police Sta- 
tion are investigating. Arthur McCarthy, 
199 North Carpenter street, who says that 
Lodbold committed suicide, is detained at 
the West Chicago Avenue Station pending 
the result of a Coroner's inquest to be held 
today. 

Lodbold was employed and lived in the 
Shaduck Hotel, Madison and Desplaines 
streets. On Wednesday evening the two 


left the hotel together, and several hours 


later McCarthy returned alone and explained 
that Lodbold had committed suicide by 
jumping into the river. His story was con- 
sidered a joke until yesterday, when the 
police were notified and arrested McCarthy. 

McCarthy said that after leaving the hotel 
he and Lodbold walked to Kinzie street and 
the river. Then, without any warning, he 
said, Lodbold suddenly leaped into the water 
and disappeared from sight.

FEATURES OF A LIVELY SESSION, 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—[Special.}— 
Before the Senate adjourns neut Monday 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty will be ratified, 
with votes to spare. ! 

The opposition developed yesterday ere 
ated no little apprehension in the minds of 
the friends of the treaty, and in the executive 
session today the advocates of the isthmian — 
waterway rallied to its support. 

The executive session today witnessed 
practically a complete victory for the friends 
of the treaty. The objectors were borne 
| down by Senators Foraker and Spooner, 
Every point raised by Bacon, Tillman, and 
Balley was met and answered. The Dem 
ocrats picked flaws and raised objec 
tions to many features of the treaty, 
but they were so completely answered that 
the opposition which yesterday threatened 
to become formidable was nearly silenced, 

No question as to the ratification. of the 
treaty on Monday exists tonight in the minds 
of its friends. 


Features of Senate Debate. 

The Senate will meet at 11 o'clock on Mon- 
day, instead of 12, vein session 
until the treaty is disposed of. i 

The set speeches in the executive session 
| today were made by Senators Money, Fore- 
ker, and Spooner. Much of the debate, how- 
ever, consisted of questions by the Demo- 
crats who were seeking flaws in the conven- 
tion, and answers chiefly by Senators Spoon- 
er and Foraker. 7 

One of the first questions raised was by 
Mr. Bacon as to the right of this govern- | . 
ment, under the treaty, to erect fortifica- aa 
tions. Mr. Spooner in reply held’ that it was i” 
a well-known principle of international law 
that all treaties, like statutes, must be read 
together. The new treaty, which succeeds 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, is brought into 
the Senate with no reference to fortifica- 
tions, thus showing clearly that England 
bad abandoned that provision for which she 
had previously contended, and by that aban- 
donment leaves the United States a free 
hand. Mr. Spooner said this government 
had ah undoubted right to fortify the canal 
if it so wished. 


Right to Blockade Canal. | 
Senators Tillman and Balley raised the 
question of the right of the United States 
to blockade the canal in time of war. Mr. 
Spooner insisted that this government could 
not be bound by any treaty agreement which 
prevented it from defending its own property 
in any way it might deem best in time of 
war. 

This led to a lively colloquy between Mr. 
Spooner and Mr. Tillman. The South Caro- 
lina Senator contended that his construction 
of the text of the treaty was right and 
that Mr. Spooner was wrong. | 

The two Senators finally accused each 
other of being muddled, but the discussion 
again became good natured and the incident 
ended. 

Effect on Coastwise Trade. 

Several Democratic Senators during this 
series of crose-questioning raised an im- 
portant point bearing upon the treaty of the 
American coastwise trade. They wanted to 
know if the government would have the right 
to give differential rates or allow advantages 
of any sort to the coastwise trading vessels — 
passing through the canal. 

Senator Nelson of Minnesota argued that 
the United States now granted this dis- 
crimination, and that the government would 
have a perfect right to extend these advan- 
tages when the canal was built. Under our 
laws foreign ships could not engage in the 
coastwise trade, and when Great Britain 
made this treaty she did it with the knowl- 
edge of the fact that forefgn ships wets 
prohibited from this trade, and would grant 

to American coastwise vessels the same ad- 
vantages im passing through the canal en 
route from one coast to another as was 
now enjoyed by vessels on the Atlantic or 
Pacific coasts. 

Mr. Bacon claimed that under the treat? 
coastwise vessels would be put on the same” 
level with foreign ships and that no ad- 
vantage would result. Mr. Spooner agreed 
with Mr. Bacon and declared that thers 
was nothing in the treaty which prohibited 
the United States from continuing its die 
crimination in favor of the coastwise trade, 


the Event of War. 

In response to other questions Mr. Spooner 
and Mr. Foraker both contended that in case 
of war between the United States and an- 
other power the United States would haye . 
full and complete authority to close the 
canal against its own enemy. It could 461 
with that proposition In its own way. | 

Senator Mason made the point that treaty 
agreements never bound a nation to the ex- 
tinction of its military rights and duties, 
and Mr. Spooner agreed that no matter what 
might be in the treaty the nation could not 
be accused of dishonor it it so interpreted 
the treaty as to give to it the natural right 
of self-defense and the perpetuation of its 
own existence. There was nothing in the 
treaty, he sald, that prevented such getion 
by the United States. 

Senator Foraker’s Speech. 

The speech of Senator Foraker was de- 
voted largely to a legal consideratiqn of the | . 
questions before the Senate. He discussed 1 
the legal construction of the text of the f 
treaty and its general effect. He strongly 
supported the treaty and declared that noth- 
ing more observant of the interests of the 
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‘United States could have been framed. He 
ented the State department for its 
Work in the matter and urged that that work 
be. supplemented by the speedy ratification 
of the treaty, so that the Congress could then 
take up the question of legislation necessary 
% begin the construction of the waterway. 
Mr. Foraker was frequently interrupted by 
Mr. Bacon, who claimed that the erection of 
fortifications would be an act of war in 
violation of that part of the treaty providing 
that no act of war should be committed with- 
“wn the canal nor within three miles of the 
| approaches thereto. Mr. Foraker contended 
that it would not be an act of war at all 
pot the exercise of a right inherent in the 
government which had built the canal and 
lwhich had guaranteed its neutrality to all 
nations observing the rules established for 
its government and control. 


MORGAN’S REPORT ON CANAL. 


‘Gemmittee Favors Bill for Acquisition 
of Territory in Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—The Senate 
‘Committee on Isthmian Canals today au- 
thorized a favorable report upon Senator 
Morgan's bill providing for the acquisition 
from Nicaragua and Costa Rica of the right 
of way via the Nicaragua route. Senator 
Morgan presented this report to the Senate, 
accompanying the return of the bill with a 
voluminous report upon the general subject 
of @ canal across the isthmus. 

Senator Morgan's report discusses the re- 
lationship of the Pan-American Canal com- 
pany to the construction by the United 
States of a waterway across the isthmus, 
and while he makes reference to a letter 
written by President Hutin of the Panama 
company to Secretary of State Hay, he does 
not give the text of the communication. Mr. 
Morgan says that the letter to Secretary 
Hay was dated Nov. 22 last and that it was 
written after Admiral Walker, as President 
of the commission, had closed his corre- 

_ @pendence with M. Hutin relating to the 
‘gale of the Panama Canal. 


Efforts to Sell Panama. 


Senator Morgan says that M. Hutin pre- 
'vieusly had made an unmistakable 
to sell the Panama property to the United 
States, and adds: “Yet M. Hutin, in his 
ence with Admiral Walker and 
in his letter and the accompanying memran- 
Gum sent to Mr. Hay, first assumes, and then 
estates and argues, and finally insists that 
the United States offered to purchase their 
property and that when the coinpany agreed 
te sell it the Isthmian Canal commission re- 
fuged to enter into a scheme of arbitration 
te ascertain the value of it. He imputes 
bad faith to the commission and severely 
criticises their dealings with the canal com- 
pany.”’ 4 
Proceeding, the report says that Admiral 
Walker did nothing mote than ask legiti- 
Mate questions of M. Hutin and that there 
waa in them no intimation of a proposition 
to purchase. In this connection Admiral 
Walker's letter of Oct. 22 last to M. Hutin 
i6 published, and of this Senator Morgan 


ays: 

“it utterly breaks down the pretension 
of M. Hutin that the United States through 
A@miral Walker was engaged in the effort 
to purchase the property of the Panama 
Canal. 


The motive. for this unseemly and un- 
precedented misconduct must be either that 
this canal company is desperate in its pur- 
pose to unload its property upon the United 
States because the French stockholders have 
lost faith in ite success, or that it is en- 
Geavoring to prevent the competition of any 
canal with ite Panama railroad, the shares 
of which they value at $500, the face value 
being $100 per share, on account of its enor- 
mous earnings. 


Importance of the Canal. 

The introductory pages of the report con- 
tain a general review of the importance of 
the construction of an isthmian canal, and 
in the second paragraph of the report ft ts de- 
Glared that “ the failure to accomplish this 
work would create a feeling of national 
despair.”’ 

Contending for the importance of the en- 
terprise, Senator Morgan urges that no na- 
tion nor any combination of private inter- 
este can have any right to prevent its con- 
summation. There remains, he says, 
put one barrier to the union of the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans, and no one nation has 
the right to declare that it never shall be 
removed except with its consent.“ 

He attributes the failure to construct the 
Canal in the past to the attitude of other na- 
tions, saying: For the last fifty years the 

power and influence of the British govern- 
ment, aided by combinations in the United | 
States and France, have defeated all efforts 
to open an American isthmian canal. . 


Opposition of the Railroads. 
The combinations at home and in France 
that have assisted in suppressing the de- 
mands of our industrial classes for a canal 
to connect the great oceans are chiefly the 
transcontinental railways in Canada and in 
Panama and those in the United States— 
eight great corporations that now control 
Simost the entire transportation service be- 
tween the oceans that wash the coasts of the | 
Western hemisphere.”’ 


| British Policy of Delay. 
In furthen discussing the attitude of Great 
Britain, Senator Morgan says: The scope 
una purpose of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
ae it was declared by Lord John Russell, 
made it the instrument of injustice and re- 
pression to Nicaragua, Costa Rica, and other 
Central American States that has deprived 
them and all christendom of the benefits of 


overruling necessity of commer- 
cial, and military policy connected with her 
policy as to the Suez Canal forced Great 
ain to adhere to the Clayton-Bulwer 
as means of preventing the con- 
etruction of a canal through Nicaragua by 
the United States, while she would continue 
to Beld the vantage ground of occupation 
an@ increasing authority in the territories 
of Nicaragua and Honduras which she had 
agreed to abandon. Her intention to control 
both canals was then evidently fixed." 


- Value of New Treaty. 


The major portion of the report was made 
before the new Hay-Pauncefote treaty had 
been. promulgated, but in an appendix the 

reference is made to that treaty: 

“7? two-thirds of the Senate shall concur 
with the government of Great Britain in 

an effective basis on which a 
canal for shipe through the American isth- 
mus shall be operated for the security and 
benefit of all nations, such agreement may 
Well de considered as an advanced step ina 
trué civilization, honorable to both govern- 
mente and rich in blessings to mankind. 

“Tt is a new alignment as to the rights, 
privileges, and powers of the United States, 
touching the ownership and control of an 
isthmian canal, based on the general prin- 
ciple of the freedom and neutrality of such 
@ canal that is declared in the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty and is in accord with our well- 
established national policy, often declared 
And never denied by the United States. 

“Whatever sacrifice it may involve in 
benefits that might be otherwise claimed as 
being exclusive in favor of the United States 
in the absence of such an agreement for the 
benefit of all nations, the American people 
approve the spirit of this agreement and will 

ere to it as an additional evidence of 
their friendly sentiment toward all people 
whe compete with them honorably for the

This method of making a gift, however, 
has proved none the less embartassing. 
President has consulted with a number of 
members of Congress and they are more or 
less agreed that it would put the government 
in an unfortunate light with the people if it 
should become the owner or trustee of such 
a large block of steel trust. bonds. (This 
would particularly be the case if it shou d be- 
come necessary to prosecute the big corpora- 
tions under the anti-trust law. 

Mr. Carnegie’s good faith in the matter fs | 
not at all doubted, and it is believed that 
if he had foreseen such a complication would 
have made the offer in cash and thus have 
relieved the administration of embarrass- 
ment. On the other hand, the President and 
his advisers have been unable to see how 
they can possibly ask Mr. Carnegie to sell 
out his bonds and turn over the proceeds 
without, by such a request, casting some 
sort of a reflection upoh the corporation with 
which he is identified. | | 

It is believed that Mr. Carnegie himself 
will, when he understands the situation, be 
only too glad to modify the terms of his 
offer and put the money into government 
bonds or some other convenient form of in- 
vestment.

UNUSUAL GIFT TO LIBRARY. 


Minister McCormick Sends from Aus- 
tria Collection of Clippings on Pres- 
ident McKinley’s Death.

LAW MUST BE OBEYED. 


Chief O'Neill Sends Out Order Explain- 
ing Provisions of Ordinance and An- 
nouncing That Enforcement Would 
Be Required—Reports from Differ- 
ent Sections of City Indicate a Dis- 
position to Comply—Policemen Will 
Be Held Responsible for Viclations. 


. Saloonkeepers have been notified officially 
of the passage of the wineroom ordinance 
and its provisions have been explained to 
them. The police have received their in- 
structions to enforce the law rigidly. 

Under Chief O'Neill's direction notice was 
served on the saloon men last night, which, 
after reciting the ordinance, reads: 

No violations or evasions of the terms 
of this law will be permitted. All wine- 
rooms in saloons must be removed within 


fifteen days from this date, and you will at | 


once discontinue the use of winerooms on 
receipt of this notice. Failure to obey the 
provisions of this ordinance will result in 
the revocation of license.“ 

During the day ten Aldermen called on 
Chief O'Neill to ask him how far the ordi- 
nance was to be enforced.

Holds Police Responsible. 


Inspector Hartnett, who commands the 
“ levee *’. district, gave parting instructions 
to his men yesterday. 

“I will hold every man personally respon- 
sible for any infractions of the ordinance on 
his beat,“ said he. 

Already the noise of the hammers is sound- 
ing throughout the levee. Carpenters are 
at a premium, and in some ealoons the bar- 
tenders have doffed their bar aprons and put 
on jumpers and overalls to clear the saloons 
of the partitions. Of the 1,123 saloons in the 
second police division 400 have winerooms 
and 200 depend on winerooms for their busi- 
ness. The order was obeyed generally last 
night in Inspector Hartnett's division. 

Inspector Hunt reported to Chief O'Neill 
that in the Woodlawn Precinct there are 
fifty winerooms, each of which has been 
closed. 


Closing on North Side. 


In more than half the saloons on the 
North Side the partitions were torn out 
yesterday. In many of the places the rear 
rooms were fitted with tables and chairs 
had. decorations of palms and 
flowers. Women were seated at the tables, 
but all were in view of the front. 

“There is no decent saloonkeeper ob- 
jecting to the order,“ said Captain Revere 
of the East Chicago Avenue Station. And 
the tough dives ought to be closed. I have 
four men in this precinct whose sole busi- 
ness is to see that there are no women in 
the winerooms.“ 

Robert Vriden, a saloonkeeper at 231 West 
Chicago avenue, was the first to comply 
with the ordinance on the North Side. He 
ordered the partitions removed as soon as 
he heard of the action of the Council on 
Tuesday evening.

On the West Side in some instances the 
winerooms were used, but the new ordinance 
was obeyed in most places.

Cuts Ties with Yates.

Mr. Snapp was an employé of the State, and 


it is presumed that Mr. Hopkins acted on - 


the supposition that Snapp was bound to 
follow instructions from Springfield. With 
the Governor back of him, Hopkins did not 
care what the Joliet man might think about 
the Congressman’s actions, especially as 
part of Snapp’s following in Will County is 
composed of penitentiary employés. 

The action of, Snapp, however, in severing 
all relations with Governor Yates generally 
is taken to mean that he is putting himself 
in a position to swing Will County against 
Yates and Hopkins unless his own ambition 
to succeed the Aurora man in Congress ip 
recognized. 

May Puncture Hopkins’ Boom. 

Should Will County declare against the 
candidacy of Hopkins it would seriously, 
puncture the latter's boom. With Du Page 
County it formes a Senatorial district, which 
the Will County men control. This would 
mean three anti- Hopkins votes taken out of. 
his own Congressional district. On 
other hand, Mr. Hopkins is extremely ann 
ious to hold to the Congressional nomina- 
tion as a sort of consolation prize if he fai 
of the Senatership.

TREE CULTURE IN CONNECTICUT 


Yale School of Forestry to Help Re- 
claim the Arid Lands of the 
State. 


New Haven, Conn., Dec. 12.—[ Special. * 
The arid and waste lands of Connecticut 
are to be reclaimed by. scientific methods of 
tree culture. The cutting down of the Con- 
necticut forests has left the rivers of the 
State dry in midsummer, thus shutting of 
water power for hundreds of factories. The 
restoration of the forests will have the ef- 
fect of storing up moisture for the summer 
months. By cooling the air and acting as 
centers of precipitation the trees will also 
aid in the distribution of the rainfall. 

The new State law provides for a State 
park of several hundred acres, to be located 
near New Haven. In this park the Yale 
School of Forestry will plant trees by thou- 
sands, investigate the best species for 
transplanting in the State, develop methods 
of culture, and study the problems of insect 
extermination. 

Pamplets embodying the results ‘of this 
study will be distributed free among the 
farmers and others in the State. 

The new law provides that each town shall 
appoint a forest warden, who shall have 
care of the shade trees of the town. The 
towns are directed to make an annual ap- 
propriation for the setting out and maintain- 
‘ing of trees. 

Strict laws for the protection of shade 
trees are included in the act passed last year. 
Any person who places an advertisement on 
a shade tree is liable to a fine of 800. 
person who wantonly injures or destroys an 
ornamental or shade tree is Hable to a fine 
of $100. If a horse in a public place destroys 
an ornamental shade tree his owner is to be 
fined $100, and must besides settle for the 


actual damage done.

BOWDEN IS FOUND 


FOURTEEN YEARS IN PRISON FOR: 


HUGH O’NEILL’S SLAYER. 


Jury in Judge Dunne’s Court Makes 
Short Work of the Case Which Has 
for Its Indirect Cause a Street Hold- 
up—Convicted Man Asks for a New 
Trial — Woman Arraigned on the 
Charge of Taking the Life of Her 
Husband—She Denies Allegation. 


Fourteen years in the penitentiary was the 
punishment prescribed yesterday for Harry 
Bowden, slayer of Hugh ONeill. A jury 
in Judge Dunne’s court deliberated less than 
an hour on the case. 4 : 
Bowden's attorneys at once asked for a 
new trial. They professed great surprise at 
the outcome of the case. 

The murder, in February, 1000, was the in- 
direct result of a street holdup, in which 
none of the parties to the killing had a part. 
O'Neill lived at 2815 Calumet avenue, the 
Bowdens were neighbors. There had been 
ill-feeling between the families for some 


time. 

| Story of the Slaying. 
O'Neill was called to his door by several 
pistol shots, which a pedestrian had fired at 
a footpad half a block away. The residents 
of the neighborhood: were alarmed and 
many of them ran to their doors to see 
what the trouble was about. 
Young O'Neill, son of the murdered. man, 
remarked that there was too much shoot- 
ing going on.“ whereon Mrs. Rowden is al- 
leged to have shouted: | 
Not as much as there will be in a little 
while.” 

Bowden is said then to haveran to her side, 
and to have fired four shots at the O'Neill 
family, one of which struck O'Neill in the 
temple. > 

Bowden, on the witness stand, testified 
that he was calied from his room by a 
scream from his wife, and that he learned 
that one of the O’ Neills had struck her with 
a stick: He declared that as he turned to- 
ward the group on the neighboring porch 
Charles O'Neill fired at him, and the father, 
getting in the way, was shot.

Woman Accused of Murder. 

Dressed in black, and with face partly 
concealed in a heavy veil, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Goodrich was put on trial in Judge Kava- 
nagh's court on the charge of the murder 
of her husband, Constable H. B. Goodrich, 
who was shot at the home of Mrs. Dorence 
Flemming, at 3022 Cottage Grove avenue, on 
Oct. 8. 


The defense is that the man, on being 
confronted by his wife, seized his revolver, 
and in a struggle for the possession of the 
weapon, it was discharged, the bullet in- 
flicting a mortal wound. The woman, it is 
said, will justify her visit to the Fleming 
residence on the grounds that she had rea- 
son to believe her husband was there and 
went to him to demand that he return to her. 

The jury was secured at the afternoon 
session, and the taking of testimony will 
commence this morning. The jurors were 
questioned concerning their attitude toward 
circumstantial evidence, in _ convicting a 
woman, and as to whether the fact that her 
husband was a constable would make any 
difference in the verdict.: |

WANT STAMP TAX REPEALED 


The latest thing in pools and combinations 


is a combine of the bucket shops of the 
country for mutual defense against the legal 
attacks of the Chicago Board of Trade, 
Between bull markets in grains and cot- 
ton, a double war tax on all their trades, 
and the unrelenting fight of the Board of 
Trade to keep its market quotations away 


from them the big bucket shops have had 


rough sailing for some time. 

For purposes of defense, and for 
tribute, a secret meeting of bucket shop 
men was recently held in New York, at 
which thirty-eight of the biggest shops in 
the country were represented. A fund of 
$100,000 was raised, and ex-Gecretary of 
the Treasury John G. Carlisle was retained 
as chief counsel. 

Want Stamp Law Repealed. 
One of the chief objects of the combin 
tion is to secure the repeal of that seotion 
of the war revenue bill which imposes on 
bucket shop transactions a tax of two cents 
on every $100, or double the tax on trades 
made on legitimate grain and stock * 
changes. 

Information of the formation of this com- 
bination of bucket shops was received by 
the secret service department of the Board 
of Trade, and its existence was admitted 
by several bucket. shop men at a hearing 
just concluded before Master in Chancery 
Whitney in this city. 

The case was one of many brought by 
the Board of Trade to enjoin bucket shops 
from using its quotations, the Odell Com- 
mission company of Cincinnati being the 
defendant.

USHER'S ACT HOLDS FIRM 


DAMAGES FOR FALSE CHARGE OF 
STEALING AFFIRMED. 


Appellate Court Decides That Marshall 

| KMeld 4 Co. Are Liable for Injury 
Due to an Employe’s Wrongfully 
Accusing a Woman Customer of 
Theft—Ruling on Debt for Margins 
Is Against Nelson Morris and Fa- 
vorable to the Packer’s Brokers. 


When an usher in a business house wrong- 
fully charges a ‘customer with Stealing 
goods the employer is liable to the wronged 
person, according to a decision of the Ap- 
pellate Court just given. The question was 
Gecided in a suit of Mrs. Mary E. Kane of 
856 Ashland boulevard against Marshall 
Field & Co. The plaintiff alleged that on 
Feb. 16, 1899, she was detained in defend- 
ant’s store by an usher named Claribut, 
was searched for property she was thought 
to have taken, and she said a statement 
was made in her presence by Claribut that 
she had stolen a candlestick. No stolen 
property was found. She sued Marshall 
Field & Co. for damages, and secured a 
$475. An appeal was taken by 
e defendants, but the late Co 
affirmed the decision. 


Rules Against a Packer. 


Malcolm M. Jamieson & Co. were award- 
ed a favorable decision by the Appellate 
Court in a suit against them by Nelson 
Morris to recover $11,872.66 alleged to be due 
on account of transactions in Street’s Stable 
Car Line stock. According to the evidence. 
Morris sold through Jamieson & Co. 1,000 
shares of stock for $29 a share. Jamieson 
borrowed the stock at $30 a share to make 
the delivery. There was a decline in the 
price, and Morris, it was alleged, subse- 
quently tendered Jamieson & Co. 1,000 shares 
valued at that time at $18,000. At the same 
time he demanded $11,872, the difference 
between the market value of the stock 
tendered, and $29,872, the amount claimed 
on the sale made by Jamieson for him, to- 
gether with interest. Morris sought a re- 
covery on the ground that it was the duty 
of Jamieson & Co. to call on the person they 
borrowed the stock from for margins. 

The Appellate Court held that there was no 
evidence to show it was the duty of Jamieson 
& Co. to call for margins on borrowed stock, 
and that, as shown by the memorandum of 
sale, while Jamieson & Co. were indebted to 
Nelson Morris for $29,000, he was indebted to 
them for $30,000.

Grand Jury Votes Indictment as Guard

IN THE INSURANCE 


ROWE’S FORMAL DEMAND FOR 
BOOKS IS DENIED. 


Official Will File Supplemental Bill 
Against the Western Fire, Marine, 
and Piate Glase Company — New 
Lioyds Company in Chicago—H. L. 
Rial Here to Watch Suit Against 
Firemen’s of Baltimore—Royal Ex- 
change May Enter Accident Field. 


Fred H. Rowe, attorney for the Illinois In- 
surance department, with two examiners 
went to the office of the Western Fire, Ma- 
rine, and Plate Glass Insurance company in 
the Temple yesterday morning and made 
formal demand for the books for the pur- 
pose of an examination. The company on 
Saturday secured a temporary injunction re- 
straining the State from taking such action, 
contingent upon the filing of a bond, but as 
none was filed the injunction was dissolved 
and the demand followed. The officers of 
the company called their lawyers, and after 
a consultation, refused to turn over the 
books, holding that they might be under con- 
tempt of court if they did so. The In- 
surance department officials then retired, 
and today will file a supplemental bill to 
their application for a receiver, setting up 
the refusal and asking for a decree. The 
company operates without license from the 
State, acting under an old special charter 
granted before the insurance laws were en- 
acted, and which it claims relieves it from 
the supervision of the Insurance department.

TRE WET TOWEL AS A MORAL AGENT | 
The sad case of the boy who had a towel 
staffed into his mouth by an inhuman teach- 
er in the Harl School im this city may be 
regarded as a kind of foot note to that chap- 
ter in pedagogical history which records 
the transition from physical coercion to 
moral suasion. Just now the transition | 
is not complete. Physical coercion has gone, 
but moral suasion is not fully operative. 
it has been established in theory. In prac- 
tice it is still found occasionally deficient. 
im other words, it is so recent a method of 
government that it is not yet adapted to all 
emergencies. | 
ii the ordinary course of school events 
the “moral suesion system” apparently 
meets with few difficulties. Now and then, 
however, there arises a situation which could 
be terminated with great ease and sudden- 
nese under the old régime, but which proves 
exceedingly perplexing when the teacher is 
mot allowed to lay violent hands on the of- 
fender. Take the cave, for instance, of the 
boy who puts his feet on his desk and talks 
im a ud tone of voice to his friend on the 
other side ot the room. He is told to stop 
doing these things. He refuses. He is told 
t> come forward and talk the matter over. 
He refuses. He is told to go home, He 
Pefuses. No matter what he is told to do 
be returns the same impartial negative. 
The teacher is here brought face to face 
with the problem of saving herself from 
Rumifiation before ber class while at the 
Game time respecting the sanctity of the 
boys person. She probably tries at first 
to appeal to the boy'e higher nature. She 
finds perhaps that to try to work on that 
boys higher nature is like operating in a 
vacuum. The boy seems at that particular 
time to dave no higher nature at all. He 
stil, continues to rest his feet on the desk 
and to converse familiarly with his friend. 
What is the teacher to do now? To this 
question various answers have been eug- 
gested. The teacher at the Earl Schoo! 
favors a wet towel. But this is a sop which 
ie mot only difficult to administer but which 
is Me to cause too much comment. Be- 
sides, the spectacle of a teacher trying to 
fill,a boy’e mouth with wet toweling is 
hardly a means of edification to a class. 
It is hard to insert the towel in a composed 
and dignified way. For these and for other 
reasons it is evident that the towel cannot 
be considered as a solution of the problem. 
Nevertheless, the problem is of consider- 
able importance, and it would be well if 
the Superintendent of Schools could give it 
some attention, finally laying down a course 
of action that would be appropriate under 
the circumstances mentioned At present 


there seems to be no effective and approved 
metho@ of dealing with such a case. 


CONCERNING BRE’R HOPKING. 
_ With reference to the eminent statesman 
and philanthropist from Kane County, who 
at the request of a “ large and respectabie ” 
meeting of his constituents has become a 
candidate for the United States Senate, 
Tun TRIBUNE at times finds it difficult to 
form an opinion. It cannot but admire the 
character and ability which have enabled 
Mr. Hopkins to render services to his couu- 
try. Tun Trisune is not ignorant of the 
fact that for many years Mr. Hopkins has 
been a patriotic and faithful Congressman 
from a strong and intelligent district aad 
has generally met the expectations 


the House is evidenced by the fact that he 
is chairman of the important Committee on 
Census and has been for several years a 
valuable member of the Committee on Ways 
and Means. Nothing can rightly be said 
in depreciation of Congressman Hopkins’ 
reputation as à puh officer or a private 
citizen. 

Perhaps there has been a wee bit of un- 
due anxiety ou Mr. Hopkins’ part to extend 
his sphere of usefulness. He has done 
a sight of“ peeking around,” He has been 
often before the public as a cand. date for 
positions which got away from him with 
extreme ease. He has not been slow in 
responding to demands to “ go to the front 
and “show himself,” or in perceiving thyt 
calls upon him for still more strenuous cf- 
forte should be cultivated with the patient 
hand of the diligent husbandman. 

We have a dim recollection that Mr. Hop- 
kins was at one time a candidate for Gov- 
ernor. He has before now practically, it 
mot technically, been a candidate for the 
United States Senate. Surely it is within 
the recollection of the people of Illinois 
that he was once candidate for Speaker of 
the House of Representatives. He has also 


been a candidate for chairman of the Ways 


and Means committee. Failing in that, he 
sought the office of chairman of the Inter- 
national Canadian commission. Few offices 
have been mentioned when he was in the 
neighborhood without his speculating with 
a suspicious degree of interest about their 
probable economic importance. All this 
depreciates nothing, however, from the 
merits of Congressman Hopkins as a 
“pretty good fellow” and “a good man” 
wherever you put him. | 

Tun Trisune does not wish to join in 
any controversy that may be raised against 
the ‘Congressman on account of his posi- 
tion with reference to the oleo and pure 
butter controversy,’ which is the gll-absorb- 
ing question in his dairy district. There 
are some persons in that district. who are 
inclined to think he is lukewarm in his op- 
position to imitation butter, but what might 
be considered lukewarmness there would 
be regarded as common fairness in a district 
where there are fewer cows and some but- 
terine factories. There are merits an both 
sides of this question and the person who 
refuses to admit the possibility of an 
honest difference of opinion in regard to 
it is unkair. 

The Republicans of Cook County do not 
care what Congressman Hopkins’ position 
is in the food controversy. They are neutral 
concerning it. Oleo has its friends and 
consumers in this city. All that reason- 
able men ask is that it shall be honestly 
sold for what it is. There are thousands 
who look on it as a useful and economical 
foodstuff, and its manufactnre dnd sale as 
legitimate, both being subject to strict in- 
spection. So, too, there are here numerous 
consumers of the pure butter made in Con- 
gressman Hopkins’ district: They would 
not willingly be deprived of it and they wish 
to buy pure butter when they ask for it and 
pay for it, : 

If the Republicans of Cook do not en- 
thuse over the candidacy of Congressman 
Hopkins, as do those of De Kalb, Du Page, 
McHenry, Kendall, Grundy, and Will, it 
is because they see in him the candidate 
of a Tammany Republican machine, which 
was born and reared in this county and of 
whose mischief-making qualities its inhab- 
itants know more, from bitter experience, 
than do those of the other counties which 
have been named. The Republicans of Cook 
know that when che machine selects candi- 
dates it picks out men who, to the best 
of its judgment, always will take orders 
from it, if elected. The machine has not 
usually been mistaken in its selectians, nor 
fastidious in its demands upon them. Hence 
the fear that if Congressman Hopkins were 
to become Senator the chief part of his 
time would be occupied in getting jobs for 
undeserving fellows and that he could not 
attend properly to the affairs of the people 
whom he is supposed to represent. 

Is Mr. Hopkins the only man in the north- 
ern part of Illinois upon whom Republicans 
can agree? Is he the man of the hour? 
Would his election unite the factions in the 
State or tend to separate them more wide- 
ly? Will his services in the Senate tend to 
create a personal machine and fasten its 
power upon the people of Hlinois? Will 
they tend to restore to the people power 
which originally belonged to them and of 
which they have been fraudulently de- 
prived? | 


THE RAILROADS AND THE TREATY. 

Thus far the only Senators who have 
found fault with the new Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty are Democrats. It is the legitimate 
and often useful function of the opposition 
to criticise the acts of the party in power 
and to point out the flaws, if any there be, 
in the legistation it promotes or the treaties 
it negotiates. This criticism may frequent- 
ly be farfetched or altogether unsound, but 
there are occasions when it demands re- 
spectful consideration. 

Some Democratic Senators do not think 
the new treaty does enough for the United 
States—does not give it the absolute, un- 
qualified, unhampered control over the isth- 
mian canal it is to build which, in their 
opinion, it ought to have. But there are not 
enough Senators sincerely of the opinion 
that the treaty does not adequately safe- 
guard American interests to defeat its rati- 
fication, unless reinforced by Senators who 
for some reason are opposed to the building 
of an isthmian canal under any circum- 
stances but who cover their opposition with 
the pretense of special solicitude for the 
interests of the country. 

It was stated in the Washington dis- 
patches in yesterday’s Trispune that the 
transcontinental roads are bringing to bear 
whatever influence they possess to defeat 
the treaty. There was a time when these 
roads were openly hostile to the canal pro- 
ject. They appeared to believe that an 
isthmian canal would cut down their busi- 
ness or force down their rates and thus 
play havee with their receipts. It is the 
opinion of unbiased experts that canal com- 
petition can do them no harm. There has 
been a growing impression that the trans- 
continental roads were not nearly so nerv- 
ous on this subject as they were a few years 
ago.

TRACTION COMMITTEE TO REPORT. 

To attempt to estimate the merits of the 
report which the Traction committee decid- 
ed on Wednesday to present to the Coun- 
cil next Monday evening is impracticable, 
since the report itself is withheld and only 
fragmentary information is given out con- 
cerning it. One important assurance, how- 
ever, is afforded—namely: that the ¢om- 
mittee is plainly disposed to recognize the 
sentiment which exists in favor of lower 
fares. Revising its recent decision for a 
straight five-cent fare, it recommends that 
in addition to a general system of transfers, 
a uniform rate of six tickets for a quarter 
be required in any new grant. | 

This recommendation certainly looks 
toward the protection of street railway pas- 
sengers from the special taxation under the 
name of compensation which the recom- 
mendation of a higher fare would fore- 
shadow, and looks likewise toward a wider 
use of a properly reconstructed surface 
transportation system, It is also a courage- 
ous assertion by the committee of the 
opinion that the le of Chicago should 
not continue to tribute the enormous 
street railway profits of the past—profits 
which, sometimes in hand and sometimes in 
prospect, have proved the greatest single 
menace to the public integrity of both city 
and State. | 

It would 
to point out the real impropriety of this 
or any other precise recommendation as to 
fares until the committee knows definitely 
the financial data on which the fare should 
be reckoned. In reality it knows as yet 
neither the value of the present plant nor 
that of the improvements to be made— 
which have not been decided upon. It was 
simply because the committee had thus no 
solid basis of fact to stand upon that it 
could decide one week for a five-cent fare 
and the next week for & rate of six tickets 
for a quarter. In neither instance did it 
base its recommendation upon definite fig- 
ures or calculations. 

Such recommendations, not backed up by 
precise facts which would carry conviction 
in a court of justice, are bound to “ go up 
in the air” as soon as they are challenged. 
Nor does it need to be argued that they 
do not exemplify the thoroughgoing proce- 
dure which the street railway question 
plainly demands. It is profoundly to be 
hoped that the future course of the com- 
mittee and its indications to the Council 
as to the demands of the question will 
evince a full recognition of this fact. 

‘The committee’s decision to hold open 
hearings is a commendable one, and in view 
of the slowness of people—especially in this 
town where such hearings are rather un- 
usual—to respond to such opportunities, the 
committee will probably do well to take 
pains to notify and assure the public that 
its opinions are desired and will be cordially 
received. 

While, aside from genera) discussion, the

OBJECTIONS TO THE CARNEGIE GIFT. 

According to reports from Washington 
some Congressmen are averse to accepting 
the ten millions offered the government for 
national educational purposes by Mr. Carne- 
gie in the form in which it is tendered. 
Following his similar action recently in the 
case of the Carnegie Institute at Pittsburg, 
he has offered not $10,000,000 in cash but 
$10,000,000 in preferred stock of the United 
States Steel company, guaranteed to pay 
7 per cent interest. . 

The objection made by some Congress- 
men is that this is the stock of “a trust,” 
and that if the government accepts the 
stock it will officially approve of “ a trust,” 
legalize its remaining stock, and become 
in one sense a partner and vote the stock 
it holds if it chooses, though there would 
be no likelihood of its ever doing so. Hence 
it is proposed to request Mr. Carnegie to 
offer government bonds or some other high- 
grade securities, which, of course, will cost 
him much more by reason of the high pre- 
mium. Evidently this is not deemed a 
matter of much importance, considering 
Mr. Carnegie’s great wealth and his public 
declaration that he will be disgraced if he 
die with any of it in his possession. Nor is 
it considered even that Mr. Carnegie may 
be a little sensitive at such close investiga- 
tion of the gift horse's mouth. 

From the money point of view Mr. Carne- 
gie’s offer is far superior to that which 
some Congressmen would now have him 
make. In his letter to the President he 
guaranteed that the income from the stock 
should not fall below $500,000, and he bound 
his estate to make up any deficiency which 
might arise from possible disasters to the 
company. Thus the government would be 
amply protected. It would not be exposed 
to any such losses as Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity met with on its Baltimore and Ohio 
stock. While its income would be guaran- 
teed it would also be much larger than that 
from 2 per cent government bonds, which 
must be bought at a large premium. If 
Mr, Carnegie were to substitute other 
stocks they might be open to the same objec- 
tion as the steel stocks, If he should con- 
tribute real estate it would be a fluctuating 
and unreliable source of revenue, and its 
management would involve large expense, 
whereas the steel stocks would take care 
of themselve-. It is a little cheeky to 
ask him to sell over eleven millions of stock 
to raise the ten millions in cash. 

As a business proposition, if this objection 
is sustained, the government will lose 
money unless Mr. Carnegie can be induced 
largely to increase the sum he has offered. 
To expect him to do this requires consider- 
able assurance. Viewed from all sides the 
objection itself appears hypereritical if not 
somewhat oversentimental. The govern- 
ment can never destroy the United States 
Steel company. It is not illegal in its com- 
position or organization. If it commits any 
tilegal acts it ean be made to answer for 
them. It can be regulated but not de 
stroyed. It comes nearer than any other 
corporation to satisfying the policy of “ pub- 
licity set forth by the President, as every 
quarter it publishes a statement of its ag- 
gregate business. If Congress is going to 
accept the endowment it is not a farseeing 
business proposition to ask Mr. Carnegie |

It is needless to say that the Grand Vizier 
has no constitutional responsibilities.

full payment of the large salary that forms 
one of its attractions. 

As soon as a Grand Vizier has ceased to 
enjoy the confidence and the good will of his 
imperial master the latter sends to him his 
chief secretary, Izzet Bey—the Arab—to re- 
quest him to return the seal of the empire, or, 
rather, I should say, the seal with which 
the signature of the Sultan is affixed to docu- 
‘ments. The outgoing Grand Visier sur- 
renders the seal on receipt of a written or- 
der from the Sultan, and retains the gold 
embroidered bag in which the seal is kept as 
the perquisite of his office precisely in the 
same way that the Lord High Chancellors of 
Great Britain and of Ireland have the right 
to keep the gold bags of the respective great 
seals of the realm when they go out of

The United States Minister gets out of the 
difficulty by always using a steam launch 
and dispensing with the caique altogether.

But it has the advantage of concealing from 
the general public the unpleasant fact that 
the envoy of the United States does not en- 
joy at Constantinople the same rights and 
rerogatives as the envoys of France, Great 

tain, Italy, Germany, Austria, R 
and Spain, owing to the fact that whereas 
they are Ambassadors, he is merely a Min- 
ister Plentipotentiary. 

The Grand Vizier lands at the Sirkedji 
Iskelessi, at the foot of the hill on which 
is situated the Sublime Porte. On disem- 
barking he is received by all the high dig- 
nitaries of the imperial court and of the 
empire, and a procession is formed, the 
road being lined by troops. The Grand 
Vizier Invariably rides on a snow-white 
horse, magnificently caparisoned with a gold 
einbroidered red velvet saddle, and is pre- 
ceded by Izzet Bey, the first secretary of the 
Sultan, who bears in a red satin envelope

Grand Vizier takes up his place at one end 
of the grand reception hall, receives from 
the hands of the first secretary the imperial 
letter of appointment, which he presses to 
his lips, and then hands it to the Under-Sec- 
retary of State of the Grand Vizier, who 
reads it aloud. The reading is followed by 
a solemn prayer for the prolongation of the 
life of the Sultan, offered up by the Sheik 
Ul Islam, or principal ecclesiastical dignitary® 
of the empire, and at the end of which ann 
present cry three times: Padishah Imiz 
Tchok Yassa.””

The new Grand Vizier then receives the

but who are diplomats, possessed of a know 
edge of the Turkish language, and who rank 
between the first and second secretaries of 
the mission, often rising to the rank of en- 
voy.

The reader of English has just begun to 
reap the benefit of Dr. George Brandes“ erit- 
ical work in the field of European literature— 
large work reviewing all that was done 
in that line during the first half of the nine- 
It is a generation ago 
since this distinguished Danish critic began 
an exhaustive series of lectures on this sub- 
The scope of the lectures was wide 
ed to trace simultaneously 
e most important move- 
ments in French, German, and English lit- 
erature from a philosophical standpoint. 
In English the work is called Main Cur- 
rents of Nineteenth Century Literature.“ 
The first volume, bearing the title “ The 
Emigrant Literature,” has just been issued 
by the Macmillan company. 

An idea of the scope of the work may be 
had from Dr. Brandes’ preface, in which he 
says the central subject of the work is the 
the first decades of the nineteenth 
century against the literaure of the eigh- 
teenth and the vanquishment of that re- 
The comparative view pos- 
sesses the double advantage of bringing for- 
elan literature so near to us that we can 
assimilate it, and of removing our own until 
we are enabled to see it in its true per- 

Literary history is, in its 
significance, psychology—the 
study, the history of the soul. A book which 
belongs to the literature of a nation, be it 
romance, drama, or historical work, is a 
gallery of character portraits, a storehouse 
of feelings and thoughts: The more mo- 
mentous the feelings, the greater, clearer, 
and wider the thoughts, the more rémark- 
able and at the same time representative 
the characters, so much the greater is the 
historical value of the book, so much more 
clearly does it reveal to us what was really 
happening in men's minds in a given country

The contents 
make good what is claimed for it, as being 
at once scholarly and popular, brief and 
adequate. To the Thousand and One 
Nights Cairo was the Mother of the 
World.“ Although it is not itself an ancient 
city, its National Museum of Antiquities with 
its nearly 100 rooms, contains the most valu- 
able collection of Egyptian antiquities in the 
world. It is altogether remarkable the vari- 
ety as well as the amount of information 
that is compacted into the “ tourists’ edi- 
tion’’ of this book. For those who cannot 
visit Egypt there could hardly be a better 
first book on Egypt for one to read. For 
most admirably it Orients what is to be 
known respecting the whole subject of the 
eountry of the Nile. | 

A Practical study of the Soul,“ by M. M. 
Barbour Stone (Dodd, Mead & Co.), is a 
book of 350 pages, in which the author notes 
a great many highly interesting facts; facts 
and theories, respecting the human person- 
ality; this being that we are. The author 
has clearly done a great deal of earnest 
thinking. The power, susceptibilities, activ- 
ities, and infinite relationship of the human 
soul have evidently had a profound fas- 
cination for the author as objects of study. 
In the discussion of such topics as the 
* subconscious soul and the “ astral body 
the author's intelligible memory is not, how- 
ever, always in keeping with the number of 
words used. And the logical faculty is not 
the author’s particular forte. One of the 
greatest and most practical problems is 
how to awaken the subconscious soul and 
start into due activity the powers which be- 
long to it. The Salvation Army has realized 
the fact better than the educator and moet 
religionists. It rouses the subconsciousness 
with a clash of musical instruments before 
undertaking to present an idea. It is not 
the multiplication of libraries that is needed 
today so much as unlimited bands of music 
to parade the slums at stated intervals and 
arouse the stunted consciousness as 
only stirring music can.“ Come to think 
of it, perhaps that is what the clanging

Dr. James K. Hosmer’s “ Short History of

Capital Stock Committee Told 
That 60 Per Cent Is Proper 
Working Basis. 


GIVE ESTIMATES AND LAWS. 


(BY A STAPF CORRESPOND 21. 

Springfield, III., Dec. The 
tate Board of Equalization today granted 
the last hearing to interests that are to be 
affected by its decisions. The work of the 
board is nearing its completion. It is the 
desire ot the members to adjourn either on 
Dec. 20 or 21. The Committees on Land, 
City and Town Lots, and Personal Property 
have arrived at an understanding as to what 
their reports shall be, but none of the mem- 
bers will talk. 

Interest today centered in the rooms of the 
committee on capital stock. The represent- 
atives of the Chicago public utilities were 
heard. 

Henry Crawford, for the U and Con- 
solidated Traction and their underlying com- 
panies; E. R. Bliss, for the Chica City rall- 
Way: William G. Beale, for the Chicago 
Edison; and James F. Meagher, for the Peo- 
ple’s Gas and Coke company, were were heard by 
the committee. 


Street Railways Enter Protest. 

Mr. Crawford's main point was uniformity. 
He held that the general property of the 
Gtate is not assessed at more than 50 per 
ent of its full fair cash value, yet, accord- 
ing to the reassessment of the board for 
1900, his companies are assessed above their 
Yair cash value. 

Mr. Crawford held that, according to the 
local Assessors, there were in the elevators 
on April 1, 1901, grain worth only $33,008, 
whereas the Board of Trade figures showed 


ket prices then current nearly $10,000,000. 

Mr. Crawford contended that, by the re- 
sent back assessment, the Union Traction 
company is called upon to pay on intangible 
property alone more taxes than all the raw 
material of manufacturers, all manufac- 
tured articles, and all manufacturers’ tools 
and machinery in Cook County. The recent 
reassessment he characteriged as confisca- 
ton, and not taxation.
